Hancock County last Monday took 


¡rart in the National Civil Defense op- 


eration alert. The following is an ac- 
count of the day's activities. 

Monday morning County Civil De- 
fense Director Kenneth Whitfield re- 
ceived the first yellow alert about 8:55 
and immediately all departments 
of the organization were notified. In 
a matter of a few minutes the wheels 
of defense began to roll, gathering 
speed as each department responded

Some 120 men and women were 
invelved, with four major programs 
and coordinated with the 
New Orleans, La. and Mobile, Ala. 
area. 

Through radio and phone communi- 
cation and messenger service al! units 


| were easily controlled. 


PROJECT 4 


The Gulf Patrol foiled a simulated 
attempt to sabotage the new Bay 
bridge. Ben Hille, captain of the Gulf 
Patrol used his boat and a crew of 5 
men. George diBenedetto, with hia 
boat and a crew of 4 men, had been 
brought in on an “enemy” submarine 
and were attempting to get past the 
patrol and blow up the bridge. 

This project was concluded at Civil 
Defense Headquarters, with Mayor 
Scafide and the Mississippi Highway 
Patrol interrogating the men. They 
found evidence that the "enemy’s” mis- ` 
sion was tied into the general alert 
of aerial bombing of New Orleans and 
Mobile.
